The Federal Reserve System holds $11,448 million of the Treasury bills maturing
on Novenber 8, 2001, in the System Open Market Account (SOVA). This amount may be
refunded at the highest discount rate of accepted conpetitive tenders in this auction
up to the bal ance of the anpbunt not awarded in today’'s 13-week and 26-week Treasury
bill auctions. Amunts awarded to SOVA will be in addition to the offering anmount.

Up to $1,000 million in nonconpetitive bids from Foreign and | nternationa
Monetary Authority (FIMA) accounts bidding through the Federal Reserve Bank of New York
will be included within the offering anmount of the auction. These nonconpetitive bids
will have a limt of $200 nmillion per account and will be accepted in the order of
smal lest to largest, up to the aggregate award linmt of $1,000 mllion

The al |l ocation percentage applied to bids awarded at the highest discount rate
will be rounded up to the next hundredth of a whole percentage point, e.g., 17.13%

A bidder for the bill may subtract the NLP exclusion anmount published in the
attached highlights fromthe anbunt of its holdings of the outstanding bill. If the
publ i shed NLP excl usion anount is greater than its hol dings, the hol dings may be
cal cul ated as zero but cannot be included in the net long position calculation as a
negative nunmber. The exclusion is optional, but if a bidder takes the exclusion, it
must include any hol dings in excess of the exclusion anpbunt in calculating its net |ong
posi tion.
